/Text/ After returning from a business trip to Moscow, I came to the in- 
stitute in a good working mood. At the chair I was handed an air mail let- 
ter addressed to me. The stamps were foreign. The post mark was from 
Israel. Not without astonishment do I open the envelop and remove a stand- 
ard sheet of paper folded in four. The letter was written in Russian. I 
quote it with the complete retention of the orthography. 





"20.5.1979. How are you dear friend Grisha! I received your letter of 
24.4.79, thank you for the attention. At the same time, unlike your opinion, 
I am not in the least surprised that you have not yet received what you 
asked from me. I think this delay is through the fault of Israel, for the 
post office has been on strike for a long time, so don't worry Grisha, we 
will wait some more. In a while, if you don't receive it, i will try again. 
Everything is normal with me, I am working at the old place. When the time 
draws near I will write in detail what to bring. But so long. Good-by. I 
press your hand firmly embrace you kiss you Yefim. Here I am Haim. 


"Greetings to your wife and children! 
"Address Jerusalem Herzel Street 31/7." 


On the first reading of the letter of the neophyte, who was completely un- 
known to me and who had changed not only his name and citizenship, but also 
his humane occupation to the business of an agent provocateur and sentimen- 
tally gave me the kiss of Judas, I did not immediately grasp the "point" of 
the message. A wave of bewilderment and anger, which rapidly swept over 
me, interfered. 


I reread the clumsy lines, trying calmly and thoughtfully to scrutinize each 
phrase. I mentally underline the words "when the time draws near I will 








write what to bring." And suddenly behind the "friendliness" of the words 
I begin to clearly distinguish the malicious chicanery of a Zionist lackey. 
Without calling a spade a spade, he is trying to force an Israeli visa on 
me, but by the deliberate grammatical ignorance of the letter wishes to im 
part to it the nature of an extremely "personal" appeal. 


Unmasked for political «windling--the sending of notarized invitations to 
USSR citizens from mythical relatives--and scalded by the furious indigna- 
tion of the addressees, the Zionist poachers are seeking new forms of camou- 
flage for their provocations. In the forgery drawn up for me the offer to 
send an invitation is not formulated directly, but is disguised by the vague 
words "what you asked from m." 


The design here is absurdly primitive. Perhaps a person will be delighted 
by the sudden "friendly" embraces, will interpret the obvious lie as a harm 
less play of fantasy and, having fallen ill with a yearning for Israeli 
oranges, in a letter of response will himself call a spade a spade. For the 
person is educated! But if he makes a fuss about some Zionist provocation 
there, it is easier to get out of it: he was not taken for his word, hence 
he is not an agent provocateur. So from this stir we are neither hot nor 
cold. But he is! For slander is like coal: it will not burn, so it will 
soil. He will not wash our mud off. For we did not diligently study in 
vain the "art" and methods of Hilter's intelligence service. At once “dear 
friend Grisha," who is laughing in response to our screams about discrimina- 
tion against the Jews in the Soviet Union, will surely sense all the horror 
of the grip of this "discrimination." There will be discreditation, there 
will also be discrimination! We will drive every Jew to the heavenly taber- 
nacles of the "Promised Land" by hook or by crook. 


That is where, as the old Jews like to say, the trvuble lies! That is where, 
it turns out, the fern flowers! But the slanderers elso overdid it here. 
Yes, in the Soviet Union there is "discrimination"! i do not deny this. 

I have devoted many public lectures to this. Thieves, bribe takers, hooli- 
gans, slanderers and other heirs of bourgeois-philistine psychology, which 

is being carefully stirred up by the false polyphony of the chorus of foreign 
ideological saboteurs, are being mercilessly placed under the press of so- 
cialist "discrimination." The Soviet Union is burning out this rot of the 
old world without the distinction of the national affiliation of the bearers 
of hostile morals. Such an approach to them is being implemented from the 
distinct class positions of proletarian internationalism. 

Jews also come under the influence of this "discrimination." You do not 
have to go far to find examples. Il'ya Abramovich Ratner lived in Minsk. 
He obtained a higher education and worked as a teacher. But he was a per- 
son with great ambition and little ammunition. He was especially outraged 
by the fact that he was not allowed after taking a fairly large dose of 
strong drink to behave at his own sweet will. Once, emboldened by drink, 
he committed an act that was wild in its depravity. Of course, he was 
seized by the scruff of the neck. The hooligan was handed a broom and sent 
for 15 days to clean the streets of Minsk. And to such a person it must 














happen: Ratner efded up on the street where the school] was, at which he, 
indeed not that diligently, taught young people in the way they should go. 
When his colleagues and students saw him in such a picuant situation, they 
resolutely refused at once tu have anything to do with him. Il'ya Abramo- 
vich had to change his occupztion. After this his hands touched various 

jobs, but most of all they liked to deftly grab the gifts of "philanthropists" 
from Israel. Blinded by the spectres of "a stylish life and unlimited op- 
portunities," in the end Ratner gave in to his Zionist friends. They say he 
has now settled either in Haifa or Jerusalem and has acquired ostensibly the 
desired freedom and “human rights." 


I. Ratner is adaptable, he will stick his tail in where his head will not 
fit. He will settle down more easily in Israel, since he can drink, swindle, 
deceive and do nothing. But what is there for a honest worker to do there? 
Socialist reality tempts me, for example, with opportunities and a thirst 

for knowledge. I graduated from secondary school, then the philosophy de- 
partment of the Belorussian State University imeni V. I. Lenin and completed 
post-graduate studies at Moscow State University imeni M. V. Lomonosov. I 
was awarded the degree of candidate of philosophical sciences and conferred 
the title of senior lecturer. 


That would seem to be enough, what else is necessary? That is not so! By 
threatening... the plan of the increase of skills, they "forced" me to com- 
plete the work on my doctoral dissertation and to prepare to defend it, hav- 
ing created all the conditions for this. 


Such "pressure," when the very situation forces a person to grow and improve, 
to do everything for self-affirmation and self-esteem, frankly suits me. 

And for that reason the temptations of the newly made Israeli "friene™ and 
his invitation to escape to the heavenly abode of the "free world," which is 
disguised by a verbal rind, seem crazy to me. What is there for me to do 
there? I could work as a civil mailman. Although why is it that in Israel 
"the post office has been on strike for a long time"? Is not my "friend" 
hinting that in Israel there is a great demand for strikebreakers? But only 
a person without principles could bring himself to that kind of living. 

So the well-wisher from the "Zionist paradise" clearly was mistaken about 
the address and candidate. 


che forgery addressed to me hardly deserves more than a laugh from a satiri- 
cal article. But it is far from amusing when you see how some people, who 
have been infected with racism and stroke the boil of the lack of spiritual- 
ity and philistine appetites, which was provoked by it, frivolously sacri- 
fice a dependable job, a well-appointed apartment, free medical care, the 
prestige gained over decades, the joy of communicating with relatives and 
real friends, and at times irresponsibly risk the lives of their children. 


The recommendation of the prominent contemporary biologist and physician, 
and president of the International Institute of Stress, Hans (Selier), is 
rather useful to these spiritually blinded people, who are suffering from 
the poison of Zionist illusions: "Open the boil to eliminate the pain, 





instead of a careful stroking, which will only prolong the painful period. 
And wheever has difficulty in venturing this vitally important operation, 
let him acquire resolve and courage in the testimony, facts and documents 
of “Belaya kniga” /The White Book/, which was prepared by the Association 
of Soviet Jurists and published in Moscow in 1979. This is a desparate 
wail, which shakes the soul of every honest person, of the former Soviet 
citizens who have awakened from the Zionist trance. The flagrant anti- 
humanism of the "free world,” or the “open society," as the certified 
lackeys of religious superstition call modern capitalism, of the society 
which deprives workers of a ‘omeland and which truly, without quotation 
marks, is open for any kind of arbitrariness, for slander, provocations 
and brazened outrage upon human worth, appeared to them naked and unadorned. 


No, the Zionist inspirers of the exit of Jews from the USS. are encouraged 
not by the pure sound of patriotic ideals, but by the lo-thsome thirst for 
gain and by the fear of iosing its clouded sources.

[Text] A broad-based system of measures to further improve the planning 
supervision of the economy, to develop demovratic princip!#s in the 

management of production, and to increase the creative initiative of labor 
groups has been provided for by the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR

the Influence of the Management Mechanism on the Increase of Proc'uction 
Efficiency and Work Quality.”

achieve a significant increase in social production, to speed up scientific 
and technical] progress and the growth of labor productivity, to improve the 
quality of output, and on this basic to ensure the steady upsurge of the 
country's economy as well as the prosperity of the Soviet people. 


Leningraders have accepted this program document with a great deal of 
satisfaction. The workers of Leningrad's industry and science are calling 
it a guide to action and a precise indicator for the development of the 
national economy for many years to come. The labor and political upsurge 
brought about by the new manifestation of the party's ani the government's 
concern for strengthening the countrv's economy is revealed in the acti- 
vation of socialist competition unde: t.:e motto "From the high quality of 
each person's work to the high effic‘.ency of the group's labor!" The 
article published below inaugerates in our pages a series of materials 
devoted to the topic of improving planning and strengthening the influence 
of the management mechanism on the increase of production efficiency and 
work quality. 














The principie ways co improve economic management have been outlined by 

the 25th Party Congress, the subsequent Plenary Sessions of the CPSU 
Central Committee, and by the speeches of the General Secretary of the CPSU 
Central Committee, the Chairman of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet, 
Comrade L.I. Brezhnev. The resolution of the CPSU Central Committee and 
the USSR Ccuncil of Ministers "On Improving ‘lanning and Strengthening the 
Influence of the Management Mechanism on the Increase of Production Effi- 
ciency and Work Quality" was a major step in implementing them. This 
important document, which profoundly summed up the rich experierce of 
socialist planning, the results of economic experiments, and the recom- 
mendations of science, has become a necessary link in the complex of 
me;sures for furthe’: impreving planning and administration. 


This decree also reflects the Ueningrad experience in drawing up compre- 
1ensive plans of economic and social development. This work, conducted 
under the supervision of the oblast and municipal party committee, has 
produced substantial results. As is known, the preparation of a compre- 
hensive plan for the economic and sccia! development of Leningrad and the 
oblast was begun in 197Z upon the recommendation of Comrade L.I. Brezhnev. 
It received a further stimulus after the ratification of the new USSR 
Constitution, which broadened the powe:s of the local soviets whose duties 
now include the solution of developmental problems not only in the municipal 
economy but also those of all the enterprises and organizations located in 
the corresponding region, regardless of their departmental subordination. 


By now we have accumulated the experience of the increasing influence of the 
local soviets on the economic-planning activity of enterprises and organi- 
zations, and we are closely coordinating their development within the frame- 
work of an integrated plan of development for the city and the oblast. The 
10st imporiant prerequisite for this was the reorganization of the Leningrad 
Gorispolkom Planning Commission, increasing its rights and duties with 
regard to ensuring the comprehensive development of the entire economic 
region. 


Its influence on the economic-planning activity of the city's associations, 
enterprises and organizations is being manifested these days, for example, 

in the development of preliminary groundwork and the most comprehensive 

plans. Efforts are being directed at intensifying production by means of 
technically re-equipping enterprises and increasing labor productivity. 

The goal has been set of balancing the need for manpower with the labor 
resources available, amo.uts of capital investments with the capacities 

cf the construction organizations. The development of the material production 
sectors is being coordinated with the development of the service sectors. 


The city's scientific design and management organizations, as well as enter- 
prises manufacturing certain types of equipment, are being drawn into this 
work on an extensive scale. Centralization is being achieved with respect 
to the capital investments of ministries and departments, which, in turn, 











participate on a proportional basis in the construction of facilities for 

the municipal economy. Local soviets are beginning to influence the increase 
in plans to produce industrial output, especially consumer goods, by all 
enterprises, regardless of their departmental jurisdiction. 


One may consider the most important consequence of the extensively developed 
practice of comprehensive planning the fact that it is succeeding in over- 
coming and smoothing out a uumber of inter-sectorial disproportions, irproving 
balance, and increasing the contribution of Leningrad's economy to the 
development of the country's national economy, while at the same time 
attaining a rise in the level of prosperity for Leningraders. 


The resolution of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of 
Ministers has led to a critical analysis and a summing up of the results 
achieved, to a search for new forms and methods of improving the management 
mechanism and for increasing the role of the comprehensive plan as the 
principle instrument of implementing the party's economic policy. 


The workers of our city have achieved a certain amount of success in ful- | 
filling the five-year plan and the comprehensive plan for economic and social 
development. With regard to the results for three years of the five-year 

plan we have made the control figures for the growth rate of gross output 

and have overfulfilled our task for the growth of labor productivity. 

The following fact speaks about the weight of the Leningraders' contribution 

to the country's economy. The operation of the atomic-powered icebreakers 

"Arktika" and "Sibir," which were made by our shipbuilders, has by itself 

provided the national economy with a savings effect of more than half a 

billion rubles annually. 


Over the past 3 years more than 4.5 billion rubles of capital investments 
have been utilized, and this is more than 300 million rubles higher than 

the tasks set by the five-year plan. A number of production capacities 

have been introduced at the city's largest associations. Assignments with 
regard to the production of consumer goods have been significantly over- 
fulfilled. For 1978 alone the annual savings effect derived from introducing 
the results vu. completed scientific-research and experimental-design projects 
amounted to more than 700 million rubles. Quite a bit has been done to 
improve the health conditions of the environment. More than 140 million 
rubles were allocated for natural protection measures during the years 
1976-1978. 


By now, however, certain disproportions have manifested themselves in the 
development of the city's economy. This year's growth rates for industrial 
production and labor productivity are still lower than the values assigned 
by the five-year plan. The proportion of output belonging te the higher 
category of quality is still relatively low. The growth rates for the 
capacities of the construction organizations are insufficient. From year 
to year the plan is disrupted with regard to the assimilation of capital 
investments in trade, domestic services, and health care. 














We planning officials have also frequently contributed our own bit to these 
disporportions. We still need to do a great deal in order that the dispro- 
portions not become a part of the plan. Serious improvement needs to be made 
in the sectorial structure of capital investments earmarked for the develop- 
ment of the non-production sectors. 


Meanwhile limitations are placed on the dynamic, interrelated development 

of sectors of our economy by the insufficient freight turnover of automotive 
and railroad transport. The results of the severe winter last year have 
also revealed a lag in the city's heat and power supply. 





This is why our principal concern during the remaining period of the 1%th 
Five-Year Plan and in the 11th Five-Year Plan must be such a redistribution 
of the material, financial, and labor resources as would facilitate the 
elimination of disproportions and provide for the further growth of our 
economic potential. In this connection the urgent solution of a number of 
scientific problems is required. How can we better distribute capital 
investments, the capacities of construction organizations, labor and 
material resources? What should be the plan for developing industry and 
the municipal economy within a well-balanced development of the sectors? 
How to bring it about that the previous "scissors" would disappear and new 
ones would not appear? 


The ways of solving these and many other problems have been precisely 
delineated in the resolution: a programmed, goal-oriented approach to 
planning, a comprehensive solution of economic and social problems, the 
concentration of forces and resources on carrying out the most important 
nationwide programs, the correct definition of priorities in the development 
of the sectors and economic regions, the introduction of a system of 
scientifically grounded, technical and economic norms, the improvement of 
the management mechanism and a great deal else. Their steady and bold 
implementation is a task for the local planning bodies, operating with the 
broad participation of scientific, design, and management organizations. 


It is also impossible to forget that the quality and time periods of 
implementing the statutes provided for by the resolution are, to a large 
extent, defined by how profoundly they will be understood by the broadest 
circle of economists and planners. In connection with this Leningrad 
gorispolkom and its planning commission are proceeding to organize a 
thorough study of the resolution, along with the new indicators, the 
principlies and methods of economic operation. Above all, the forces of 
the city's scientific, planning, and economic organizations are being con- 
centrated on working out goal-oriented, comprehensive, long-term programs, 
as well as on choosing the most effective ways of attaining high end 
results for the national economy. 





These programs will contain provisions for the further redesign and 
re-equipping of Leningrad's enterprises and improvement in the quality of 
consumer goods with consideration being given to the public's needs. 
Innovations in production will make it possible to utilize new technology 
more extensively and to reduce heavy manual labor. 


The program for increasing the effectiveness of capital construction 
provides for working out such divisions as scientific and technical progress 
in construction, an address program, analysis of plan documentation, etc. 


In the program intended to be worked out for analyzing the Leningrad complex 
as an integrated whole direct drawn out economic ties must be revealed and 
improved between the enterprises and organizations of the city and oblast, 
as well as prospects for broadening production with regard to the output of 
products for inter-sectorial utilization. 


We understand that the ensuring of comprehensive development requires the 
working out of new forms of combining sectorial and territorial planning. 
The Planning Commission views its own task as not simply deepening the 
analysis of certain problems but also in taking an active position in 
practice. For the Lenplan has the capability of going directly to the 
republic and Union ministries and departments with those proposals which, 
in our opinion, deserve particular attention and solution in the general 
interests of both the region and the sectors. 


The Leningrad planning and economic organs, the party and trade-union as 
well as Komsomol organizations of all enterprises and organizations must 
do quite a bit of work in order to put the development of our economy on 
the path indicated in the resolution of the CPSU Central Committee and the 
USSR Council of Ministers, this most important document of the 10th Five- 
Year Plan. The work ahead will be enormous but much appreciated. For the 
further improvement of planning and the management mechanism, the style 
and methods of managing our economy--is the pledge of new successes in 
strengthening the might of our Motherland. 


Key Economic Frontiers

[Text] Operational experience of the group of the Leningrad Metal Plant 
Association which has completed the program of four years of the five-year 
plan ahead of schedule with regard to the growth rate of labor productivity 
and the production of scheduled net output, has once again confirmed the 
following fact: where the principle directions are precisely delineated, 
where the ways and methods of carrying out what has beer planned are thought 
through in detail, and where economically well-grounded soiutions have 

been adopted the joint efforts of management directors, party and trade- 
union organizations will lead to a high end labor result. 
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In the activity of Leningrad's turbine-builders particular attention is 
being paid to the effective utilization of economic levers, including the 
evaluation of -labor in scheduled net output, a concern for the steady rise 
of the enterprise's technical level, as well as the depth and effectiveness 
of the party's influence on the development of socialist competition. And 
hence their success is natural; it is fully predetermined by the internal 
processes linked with the improvement of production which are taking place 
in the present five-year plan and which have been manifested with particular 
intensity during its fourth year at the Leningrad Metal Plant. 


The collectives of many Leningrad enterprises are organizing their work 
with such consistency and purposefulness. The instrument makers of 
"Svetlana," the shipbuilders of the Baltic Plant, the chemical workers 
of "Fosforit," the garment workers of "Pervomayskaya Zarya," and the 
production workers of "Burevestnik" have all fulfilled their assignments 
for four years of the five-year plan ahead of schedule with regard to the 
growth rates of labor productivity and amounts of output produced. 


Here the rate of scientific and technical progress is particularly high, and 
here they are constantly searching out additional reserves for growth. In 
these groups a moral and psychological atmosphere has been created which 
facilitates the most complete disclosure of all creative possibilities to 
each participant in the competition. 


Let us note that the workers of many other Leningrad associations, plants, 
and factories have closely approached the frontier reached by the groups 
of the enterprises mentioned above. Naturally, this progress, which is 
characteristic of the present time, cannot help but be reflected in the 
over-all results of industrial activity: by successfully keeping up with 
the plan for the past 8 months with regard to all technical-economic 
indicators it has made a substantial contribution to carrying out the tasks 
of the present five-year plan. 


In analyzing the results of developing the industry of Leningrad and the 
oblast during the 10th Five-Year Plan, we must draw attention to the 
increase in the return on investment in the leading sectors--machine 
building and metalworking. This process, which, to a large extent, 
determines the increase in labor productivity, expresses the level of 
intensiveness in economic management. The growth of return on investment 
determines the scale of resources which are to be allocated for production, 
as well as to personal and public consumption. And, if we take into con- 
sideration the fact that machine building and metalworking provide approxi- 
mately 40 percent of Leningrad's industrial output, then we can confidently 
assert the following: at the beginning of the 11th Five-Year Plan the 
tendency for growth in return on investment will become predominant. 
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Increasing return on investment is not an automatic process. Each additional 
kopeck provided by a ruble of fixed capital is achieved at the price of 
enormous efforts, encompassing all aspects of economic activity. Among 
them are a deepening of specialization and an increase in the concentration 
of production, its integration with science, which has led, in particular, 
to a sharp curtailment in the “research-production" cycle. Specialization 
and concentration presuppose constant improvement in the structure of fixed 
capital, an increase in its proportion used for active purposes. During 
the 9th Five-Year Plan this indicator grew from 53 to 56 percent, while the 
proportion of working machinery and equipment increased from 41 to 45 
percent. And this was an additional supplement to output valued at almost 
a billion rubles. During the 10th Five-Year-Plan the active portion of 
fixed capital in Leningrad's industry will reach almost 60 percent. It 
will also become a solid base for an increase in return on investment. 


Various paths may be followed to reach an increase in the active portion 

of fixed capital. The Leningrad experience testifies to the fact that the 
chief one of these is the redesigning and technical re-equipping of enter- 
prises. The resolution of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council 
of Ministers "On Improving Planning and Strengthening the Influence of the 
Management Mechanism on the Increase of Production Efficiency and Work 
Quality" has outlined specific measures for stimulating this process, encom- 
passing not only the activity of industrial enterprises but also that of 
construction organizations. 


By the beginning of the 10th Five-Year Plan 70 percent of capital investments 
were being earmarked for the redesign and technical re-equipping of enter- 
prises in the city and the oblast. Today this figure has grown by 5 percent. 
It is completely clear that increasing the effectiveness of redesign must, 

as before, remain at the center of attention of directors and party organi- 
zations. The experience of the Leningrad Metal Plant and that of other 
enterprises, the results achieved by them on this fruitful path, have once 
again underscored the possibilities which are opening up for groups in 
solving problems posed by the five-year plan. Their present-day success 
must become a guide for all the sectors of Leningrad's economy. 


But, of course, redesign and technical re-equipping do not exhaust all the 
reserves for growth of return on capital. The introduction of measures 
linked with the utilization of new equipment and production technology also 
continue to maintain their importance. Statistics show that from 35 to 40 
percent of the total growth in labor productivity is attained precisely 

by this source, the least capital-intensive variant in the growth of 
production efficiency. After the publication of the resolution of the CPSU 
Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers on improving the economic 
mechanism additional financial and material possibilities for successfully 
solving these problems began to appear in the enterprises. Now the ministries 
and departments will have at their disposal means within the framework of a 
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unified fund for developing science and technology, a fund formed by 
means of deductions from the profits made by enterprises. Of course, 
the distribution of monies from this fund will depend on how they may be 
put to good use and what yield on them will be obtained by this or that 
group. 


In Leningrad's industry, as research has shown, the possibilities for 
development have still not been fully utilized. And this is why it is 
important to thoroughly analyze each step taken by the Leningrad Metal 
Plant and at other enterprises. Indeed to this very day our industry has 
made use of a significant amount of obsolete machine tools, machinery, 
and mechanisms. The output of these assets is, of course, lower than that 
from up-to-date equipment. And their accelerated replacement or moderni- 
zation is an additional reserve for increasing production efficiency. 


In order to do this, assets from the amortization fund must be used 
strictly by designation. The possibilities for a major overhaul of 
equipment must not be unuerestimated. On the other hand, we must modernize 
only that technical equipment whese wear and obsolescence has not gone 
beyond the critical point. Analysis shows that we should speed up the 
replacement of fixed assets by a factor of 2 or 2.5. 


The experience of the turbine builders clearly revealed other factors which 
facilitate the increase in labor productivity and the growth of return on 
investment. It is a matter of cutting down on the number of workers 
employed in ancillary production. This problem may be solved only by 
speeding up the mechanization and automation of operations. If other 
enterprises approach the mechanization level for ancillary operations at 

the Leningrad Metal Plant, it would allow them to cease recruiting additional 
workers for the basic production and would fully guarantee an increase in 
the volume of output. At present our industry has sufficient prerequisites 
to successfully solve this problem. 


And one other thing. The return on fixed capital is directly linked with 
the up-to-date forms of labor organization, in particular, the brigade 
forms. It is necessary to speed up the introduction of cost accounting 
at the brigade level; it will increase their responsibility for the 
efficient utilization of their production potential. 


At present, when many groups have proceeded directly to the finishing stage, 
when the restructuring of production activity is unfolding throughout the 
country, brought about by the resolution of the CPSU Central Committee and 
the USSR Council of Ministers "On Improving Planning and Strengthening the 
Influence of the Economic Mechanism on Increasing Production Efficiency 

and Work Quality." It is especially important to utilize the experience 

of the best associations. And this must be done, above all, at enterprises 
where a lag has been permitted in the production growth rates and where they 
have not kept up with fulfilling the state plans and their agreed-upon 
pledges. 
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Today there are no ways to solve economic and social problems other than 
by rapidly increasing labor productivity, intensively utilizing fixed 
capital, deepening specialization, and increasing the concentration of 
production. This may be achieved, as the experience of advanced groups 
has convincingly testified, only by utilizing all the levers, all the 
supplementary reserves for increasing work efficiency, after qualitatively 
changing the nature of production. 


Reliable Levers

[Text] The resolution of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council 
of Ministers "On Improving Planning and Strengthening the Influence of the 
Management Mechanism on Increasing Production Efficiency and Work Quality" 
marks an important stage on the path to further improving the economic 
mechanism. it is opening up broad possibilities for improving the manage- 
ment of the economy, for the dynamic and well-balanced development of up- 
to-date, highly developed social production, and it is creating favorable 
conditions for its speeded-up re-tooling, based upon the introduction of 
the achievements of scientific and technical progress. 


It is well known that in the last few years in the country's national 
economy, including the Leningrad territorial-industrial complex as well, 
numerous experiments have been carried out aimed at significantly improving 
the practice of planning and the administration of socioeconomic develop- 
ment, as well as at increasing work efficiency and quality. It is gratifying 
to note that the principal statutes of this very important document reflect 
the generalized results and the positive work experience of the progressive 
groups, brigades, enterprises, and associations of both Leningrad and the 
oblast who took part in this experiment. 


During the last few years a great deal has been done to develop democratic 
principles in the management of production and to increase creative ini- 
tiative among the labor groups. Thus, in Leningrad a specific system was 
worked out and is operating successfully with the direct, active parti- 
cipation of enterprises, associations, scientific research institutes, 
design bureaus and technological institutes, scientific institutions of 

the USSR Academy of Sciences, RSFSR Gosplan, and higher educational insti- 
tutions in working out annual, five-year, and long-range, comprehensive 
plans for economic and social development. This has allowed a considerable 
improvement to be made in the quality of these plans as well as an increased 
tautness in them on the basis of a fuller utilization of internal economic 
reserves and the introduction of achievements of scientific and technical 
progress. And, as a result,-~to increase the efficiency of the entire 
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Leningrad economy. In this connection the following position included in 
the resolution merits approval: "Begin drawing up the annual plan from 
below--from the production organizations (enterprises) and the organi- 
zations." 

The unwavering “gross volume," which for a long time now has been accepted 
by us as the basic indicator of enterprises’ production activity, was 
subjected to sharp and deserved criticism. It was one of the principal 
causes of significant difficulties on the path of economizing with regard 

to material and financial expenditures, improving work efficiency and out- 
put quality. In connection with this the decision seems to us particularly 
important and significant to replace the gross volume indicator with an 
indicator of net (standardized) output, and in certain sectors--with 
commercial output in comparable prices. When taken together with an account 
of the fulfillment of specific orders by customers fo: the output of the 
production-technical type as well as consumer goods, this new indicator 

will allow a better-grounded picture to be received of the specific con- 
tribution of each labor group and the end results achieved. 





A significant effect will be received by the country's national economy 

as a result of implementing the resolution statutes, which provide for the 
working out by Union republics, ministries and departments during the five- 
year plans of balance sheets and caiculations for utilizing the in-place 
production capacities and the fixed capital as well as the combined plans 
for the redesign and technical re-equipping of existing enterprises. 


In Leningrad and Leningrad Oblast similar combined disbursements and balance 
sheets cf capacities have already been worked out in planning production 

and output consumption as well as the consumption of general machine- 
building services. This has allowed better grounding to be prepared for 
proposals to construct new, and to broaden and redesign existing enter- 
prises and productions, to more effectively direct the capital investments 
which are to be allocated to the five-year plan. In the process of this 
work a critical analysis has been made of the state of affairs, specific 
recommendations have been developed with regard to improving the utilization 
of the capacities of enterprises of various departments as well as on 
perfecting the existing system of cooperative ties. To be sure, these 
recommendations have not always found support in the higher planning 

bodies. But not, when the appropriate balance sheets will be worked out, 
when the principle of planning "from below" will become the determining 
factor, genuine possibilities are opening up for considering suggestions 
from the local sites. 


Participating actively in working out the projects for the five-year and 
the long-term, comprehensive plans and forecasts in Leningrad is a large 
group of institutes, other scientific institutions and public organizations. 
Undoubtedly now this work ought to be more profound, effective, and pur- 
poseful. And in this a good-sized role must be played by the integrated 
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methodical leadership of the USSR State Committee for Science and Technology 
and USSR Gosstroy in conjunction with the USSR Academy of Sciences. To put 
it more simply, the possibility is being created of more broadly encom- 
passing the most important scientific and technical problems and tasks of 
the over-all utilization of natural resources with consideration being 

given to using the results of basic and applied research. 


It is also impossible to over-estimate the significance of that important 
Statute of the resolution of the CPSU Central Committee and the government 
which provides for developing and ratifying plans for raising the technical 
level of the sector along with plans for work on the protection of nature 
and the environment. Unfortunately, definite disproportions in the technical 
level of the enterprises of various ministries and departments still do exist 
for the time being. Considerable harm is frequently inflicted on nature 
because of a lack of coordination in the actions of individual production 
units. It must be said that the solution of these problems is a complicated 
matter. 


This is so primarily because up to now science and practical experience have 
not proposed a sufficiently universal and comparable indicator which would 
characterize the technical level of a sector, production, or enterprise. 

To be sure, some such steps in working this out have already been taken. 

A group of Leningrad organizations--the Northwestern Affiliate of the Central 
Scientific Research Economics Institute under RSFSR Gosplan, the All-Union 
Planning and Design Institute for the Technology of Electrical Engineering 
Production, and the Planning Commission of the Leningrad Gorispolkom--in 
creative cooperation with the Institute of Socioeconomic Problems of the 
USSR Academy of Sciences is working out a methodology, a mathematical model 
and a program for drawing up, with the help of computers, multi-variant 
drafts of long-term plans for the over-all development of industry. 


In the methodology which has been adopted the technical-economic level of 
production is basic. It is a universal, integral indicator which takes into 
account such factors as output quality, labor productivity, efficiency of 
materials use, electric power, and a lowering of materials consumption in 
production. It also takes into account the effectiveness of using fixed 
producticn capital, the degree of the effect of a particular production on 
the workers and on the environment. The methodology being proposed permits 
an absolute value to be determined for the technical-economic level of 
production, the proportion and growth rate of the factors listed above. 


Thus it will become obvious what the enterprise itself can do to improve its 
own activity and what depends on the suppliers here, and what efforts they 
ought to apply in order to raise their partner's technical level through 
production ties. 
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Preliminary testing of the new methodology has yielded positive results, 

and the participants in the creative cooperation are continuing their work 
so that in the very near future they can prepare proposals for its extensive 
introduction in practical work by Leningrad organizations in drawing up a 
draft plan for the llth Five-Year Plan. 





The Leningrad Oblast Party Committee, Soviet, and planning bodies are now 
applying a great deal of effort to ensure the stability of *he plan assign- 
ments which have been approved for the enterprises, associations, and 
Organizations. Nevertheless, there are still rather frequeat instances when 
the ministries and departments without sufficient grounds adjust them in 
the direction of reduction. This lowers the results of the work of the 
labor groups and at times threatens to disrupt the fulfillment of the 
socialist pledges undertaken by them. Therefore, warm approval must be 
accorded that portion of the resolution of the CPSU Central Committee and 
the government which obligates the ministries and departments to put an end 
to such a practice. The main thing now is for every labor group and every 
director to guarantee the unconditional and on-schedule fulfillment of the 
firm plan assignments so that constant and effective controls may be set 
for the fulfillment of this important requirement. 


This is all the more important to emphasize because now the guarantee of 
on-time accounts for output supplied by agreement to a customer incapable 
of paying will be implemented by USSR Gosbank or Stroybank USSR. Naturally 
such a measure will have a positive effect on the stability and smoothness 
of operations of enterprises and organizations. And it is also justifiable 
that it should have found full support by management personnel and by labor 
groups. 


The resolution of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers 
is a milestone document, marking the risen level of the science of economic 
planning, the great skills and practical experience in economic management 
possessed by Soviet citizens, capable of ensuring the further growth of the 
effectiveness of social production and, based on it, that of the entire

Comprehensive Approach to Planning 
Leningrad LENINGRADSKAYA PRAVDA in Russian 3 Oct 79 p 2 


[Text] The resolution recently adopted by the CPSU Central Committee and the 
USSR Council of Ministers "On Improving Planning and Strengthening the 
Influence of the Management Mechanism on Increasing Production Efficiency 
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and Work Quality” outlines an extensive system of measures directed at 
further ensuring the dynamic growth of our economy and more fully mecting 
social needs. One of the principal positions among them is concerne? with 
improving the planning operation. The proposed re-structuring focuses all 
managerial and planning activity on attaining high end results for the 
national economy. A rational utilization of all possibilities is provided 
for, along with a thoroughgoing use of advanced experience as well as 
scientific and technical achievements. 


Leningrad's economy is an organic link in the unified, national-econonic 
complex of the USSR. It furnishes scientific and technical progress for 
many important sectors of socialist industry, such as electric power engi- 
neering, machine building, agriculture, and many others. 


The Leningraders are successfully completing what has been outlined. By the 
beginning of the fourth year of the 10th Five-Year Plan gross industrial 
output had already increased by 14.6 percent, as compared with 14.1 percent 
in the plan. Labor productivity had increased by 13.2 percent, as compared 
with 11.5 percent in the plan. 


The principal condition for the successful completion of the tasks of the 
10th Five-Year Plan is the comprehensive plan for the economic and social 
development of Leningrad and Leningrad Oblast for the years 1976-1980, as 
worked out in accordance with the recommendations of CPSU Central Committee 
General Secretary L.I. Brezhnev, and which has become an inherent part of 
the State Five-Year Plan for the country's economic and social development. 
Practically all the enterprises and organizations of the city and oblast, 
the planning commissions of the Leningrad Oblast and City Councils, and 
groups from the scientific research institutes ard higher educational 
institutions labored over the creation of this plwn. This enormous, multi- 
faceted work was conducted under the daily supervision of the party's 
Oblast Committee. 


Under the CPSU Oblast Committee, as well as the party's city and rayon com- 
mittees, councils for economic and social development were created which 
included leading scientists and directors of the largest enterprises and 
planning organizations. In order to conduct the necessary research studies 
connected with the problems of the long-range economic and social develop- 
ment of the Leningrad national economic complex, there was created in our 
city the Northwest Affiliate of the Central Scientific Research Economics 
Institute under the RSFSR State Planning Committee. 
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A whole series of basic positions contained in the resolution of the CPSU 
Central Committee and the USSR Counci’ of Ministers "On Improving Planning 
and Strengthening che Influence of the Management Mechanism on Increasing 
Production Efficiency and Work Quality" have begun to manifest themselves 
as a result of the analysis and summing-up of Leningrad's experience in 
planning. 


At a number of Leningrad's leading enterprises, such as the Nevskiy plant 
imeni V.I. Lenin Association, "Sevkabel," the Leningrad Metal Plant, the 
Plant for Hoisting and Conveying Equipment imeni S.M. Kirov, and others, 
experimental checks have been run on the possibilities of the new estimating 
indicators, which characterize the end results of enterprises’ activities, 

in particular, the net and standardized net output. The introduction and 

the development of the brigade forms of production organization in Leningrad's 
industry and construction was the basis for working out many problems posed 
in this section of the decree, where it is a matter of developing cost 
accounting and strengthening the role of economic levers and stimuli. The 
work which was carried out in Leningrad on concentrating production and 
strengthening its ties with science allowed us to outline the basic principles 
of an approach to organizing the cost accounting of sectorial scientific 
research organizations. 


The Leningrad party organization has conducted an enormous amount of work in 
seeking out additional resources for economic and social progress. As a 
result in Leningrad and the oblast almost 95 percent of the increase in 
industrial production now stems from the growth in labor productivity. 


In the resolution of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of 
Ministers on improving the economic mechanism measures are provided for 
improving planning at all levels of economic supervision. Especially out- 
standing are the measures directed at improving planning in the basic pro- 
duction unit--the socialist enterprise (association). The resolution defines 
the system of indicators to be approved by the industrial ministries and 
enterprises in their five-year plans with a breakdown for each year of the 
five-year period. They include the "net output," which, to a large extent, 
characterizes the end results of an enterprise's activity. The wage norm 
per ruble of output has been called upon to play a stimulating role; it 
provides a direct tie between the end results of production and the wage 
funds of an enterprise. 


That is why it is very important for the economic and planning services of 
the enterprises and organizations in conjunction with the ministries and 
departments to have worked out already by the beginning of the llth Five- 
Year Plan wage norms per ruble of output for the industrial enterprises and 
construction organizations located on the territory of Leningrad and Lenin- 
grad Oblast; they will become the basis for planning labor productivity and 
other indicators of the activity of enterprises in the ensuing five-year plan. 
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As early as 1979-1980 the necessary changes will be made in the system of 
measurements of production activity at enterprises. They are directed at 
improving the accounting of labor efficiency and quality, the consumption 
characteristics of output, and at providing a fuller reflection in the plan 
assignments of the characteristics of the multifaceted activity of an enter- 
prise. 


Particular attention is paid in this part of the resolution to the terri- 
torial aspect of planning. It points directly to the need for working out 
consolidated sections of territorial plans in which, regardless of the 
departmental subordination of this or that enterprise, complexes of measures 
are formed in the sphere of social development in coordination with the 
general development of the region's production. Naturally, the comprehensive 
plan for the economic and social development of Leningrad and Leningrad 
Oblast during the 10th Five-Year Plan provides for the interrelatior ap 
among the solutions to economic and social problems. Nevertheless, in 
furnishing the groundwork for long-range development in the ensuing five- 
year plan it is necessary to introduce into the planning sphere the effects 
of an entire series of complex socioeconomic problems, such as problems of 
agro-industrial integration, the formation of industrial zones, high--apacity 
warehouse facilities, the removal from Leningrad of untypical enterprises 
and others. 


The resolution speaks about the need to increase the responsibility of the 
planning bodies for a balanced quality in plan assignments. This signifies 
the necessity for further raising the level of plan work, ensuring the 
scientific groundwork for the plan decisions to be adopted without causing 
damage to the tautness of the plan assignments. This points of the resolution 
delineates the basic thrusts of improving the organization of territorial 
planning and, in particular, strengthening the coordination of the scientific 
research activity which serves planning in this or that economic region. 
Among the problems of providing scientific groundwork for up-to-date plan- 
ning decisions special attention is merited by the development of methods 

to administer the process of forming and developing management ties between 
enterprises and organizations. The solution of this problem requires con- 
siderable efforts on the part of economists, scientists and those who are 
employed directly on the production Line. 


At present their principal efforts should be concentrated on creating 
methodological materials relating to the conversion of enterprises to the 
conditions of planning and economic incentives which are provided for by the 
decree. In the shortest possible time they must work out methods for com- 
puting balance sheets for production and the distribution of output, as well 
as a system of indicators for furming economic incentives funds. 
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There is a serious need to provide scientific groundwork for the problem 

of computing standardized wage norms per unit of production as well as the 
amounts to be deducted and contributed to the centralized fund; for the 
development of science and technology. The decree aims at working out com- 
posite sections of the national economic plans, and this would be primarily 
a balance-sheet computation as well as an interrelated consideration of 
economic and social problems. 


There are quite a few other complex problems which remain to be solved. They 
include working out limits on the number of persons to be employed in the 
national economy of Leningrad and the oblast for the 11th Five-Year Plan 

and the years following; these limits must be finely tuned with the minisiries 
and departments and adjusted by the planning commissions of the Leningrad 
Oblast Committee and the Leningrad Gorispolkon. 





As is known, the principal method which allows a rational utilization to be 
made of labor resources is the intensification of production. However, the 
existing system of planning still does not allow all possibilities to be 
used fully for this purpose. There has not been universal acceptance of 
the need to develop the principles of the Shchekino method, brigade sub- 
contracting in construction, and other methods of organizing production 
which are directed at providing incentives for labor savings. 


As was the case previously, certain enterprises and institutions overstate 
their need for manpower, and they have too little concern for mobilizing 
internal production reserves for increasing labor productivity. Some enter- 
prises are actually experiencing a shortage in working personnel. Hence, 
there is a need for well-grounded planning with regard to the requirements 
for workers with definite skills. 


We consider that the following must be done in order to further improve the 
working out and comprehensive appraisal of plans for labor and personnel: 
balance sheets o, labor resources must be made up, along with computations 
of additional need for manpower, sources to satisfy this need must be deter- 
mined, lists o: specialists with higher and secondary specialized education 
should be drawn up. It would be useful as well to conduct occupatioal 
censuses among the workers with regard to these categories. Based on the 
labor balance sheets and the occupational censuses, the planning bod:es 

will be able to work out well-grounded plans to train skilled workers within 
the system of vocational-technical education and specialists with higher and 
secondary specialized educations. 


Leningrad's industry is characterized by an intensive creation of production 
and scientific-prodvction associations. Numerous examples show that the 
growth rates of production and labor productivity in these associations are 
significantly higher than for the sectors on an avérage, while the time 
periods required for developing and introducing scientific research into 
production have been reduced to two-thirds. Together with this, analysis 
demonstrates the presence of large reserves in concentration, integration, 
and increasing production efficiency. 
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The basic way to further improve the end results to the national economy 

in Leningrad's industry is to speed up by a factor of 2-2.5 the rate of 
replacing obsolete fixed capital assets. We must continue to improve the 
structure of capital investments and fixed capital assets by means of 
channeling a greater part of them into redesign, expansion, and ine technical 
re-equipping of production. We have to improve the utilization of operating 
equipment and increase its machine shift coefficient, as well as raise the 
level of mechanization and automation of production processes, and, on this 
basis, reduce the number of workers engaged in manual labor. We must also 
strive to increase that proportion of output whose technical level and quality 
corresponds to the best worid models. We also need to proceed further with 
the process of concentration and specialization of production, as well as 

the creation of production and scientific-production associations in such 
industrial sectors as metallurgy, wood-processing, paper and pulp, building 
materials, light industry, and printing. 


We need specialized plants producing finished goods and standardized 
assemblies and parts which can be used interchangeably in various sectors. 
The solution to these problems must find fuiler reflection in our planning 
practice. 


Practice and experience in comprehensive planning have demonstrated enormous 
possibilities for significantly improving the efficiency of social production 
and work quality. They have also revealed, however, a number of problems 

and tasks which we have touched upon in this article. 


Groups at enterprises and organizations are faced with the task of making a 
profound and thorough analysis of the accumulated experience, of evaluating 
from all points of view the results attained, very carefully weighing tieir 
possibilities, and determining ways of utilizing reserves. 


Leningraders clearly see not only the complexity of the tasks confronting 
them but also recognize their responsibility for carrying them out. It may 
be asserted that the experience of the last few years, accumulated in the 
field of improving the planning system, as well as the measures adopted to 
develop and increase the role of the planning bodies, will allow Leningrad's 
industry within a short period of time to reliably embark upon the course 
which has been so precisely designated in the decree of the CPSU Central 
Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers.

ffext/ In a letter from milkmaid A. Shatalovaya "Here 
Is Our House" (PRAVDA, 6 Jan 79) many problems were 
mentioned in improving the conditions of agricultural 
labor and everyday life, the appointment of personnel 
in kolkhozes and sovkhozes, and the education of 

young farmers. The publication evoked a wide response 
from the readers and brought many hundreds of letters 

to the editors. Field workers, animal breeders, leaders 
and specialists on farms, party and soviet workers, 
architects, medics, equipment builders, writers, and 
journalists expressed on the pages of the newspaper 
their judgement of what a modern village should be like, 
how to improve the efficiency and quality of labor on 
the farms, increase the output of the land, the farms, 
and how life for the peasant should be made more 
spiritually rich. The PRAVDA correspondents A. Platoshkin 
and I. Totskiy requested that the leaders of a number 
of ministries and branches which are responsible for 
the development of the economics, and culture of the rural 
area to tell of ways to solve these problems which were 
raised in the discussion. 


The First Deputy Chairman of the USSR Gosplan P. A. Paskar'!: 


"Concern for the person, the conditions of his labor and everyday life, the 
comprehensive and harmonious development of the personality has always been 
at the center of attention for our party. The 25th CPSU Congress defined 
the subsequent approach between material and cultural-everyday conditions 

of life in the city and in the countryside as ane of the basic tasks for the 
five-year plan. In the PRAVDA publications, they discussed how this is 
being put into practice. The discussion, wdoubtedly, will help party, 
soviet, economic and planning organizations to see more clearly those prob- 
lems which have been solved and those which have been unsolved, to eliminate 
errors, and concentrate attention on accelerating social and economic 


development of the countryside. 
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I would like to remind you that today in the rural area 99 million persons 
live. Of them 26.4 million work right on the kolkhozes and sovkhozes as 
well as subsidiary enterprises. The significance of the agrarian sector of 
the economy and the role of all of those who in one way or another are con- 
nected with the land are very great. Therefore, it is particularly important 
how justly the readers of the newspapers noted that how the maximum amenities 
should be established in work and everyday life for those living in rural 
areas." 


What do you have in mind? 


"In solving the social and economic problems of the rural areas I would 
single out three aspects. In my opinion, the first is to pose the problem 
of improving the conditions for labor and its industrilization. Unlike many 
of those who work in other branches, the farmer works under an open sky and 
under all kinds of weather conditions. It is particularly difficult during 
the winter. For after all, not all of the farms have warm garages and work 
shops. People must work in the frost and in the rain. Consequently, it is 
necessary to concentrate efforts on maximizing the improvement of labor con- 
ditions. 


Furthermore, the problems of social development in the rural areas should 

be approached comprehensively. For the farmers of many oblasts, today a good 
house, probably, is most important. Take for example the non-Chernozem area 
of the RSFSR. In order to strengthen the personnel here, more housing is 
necessary. But it is being built intolerably slowly. On some kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes, one-two apartments per year are completed, moreover, they are not 
built according to the best plans. For many living in the rural area, the 
problems of road construction, dining rooms, hospitals, stores, and estab- 
lishment for communal services are quite urgent. 


In all fairness it must be said that during the last 13 years a great deal 
has been done in rural construction. I will remind of these figures: 450 
million square meters of housing were built, kindergartens and day nurseries 
were built for two million children, general education schools were built 
for 11 million students, and clubs and palaces for culture were built which 
were able to house 8 million persons." 


The cultural enterprises, apparently, as you have said, are the third aspect 
in the solution of social and economic problems in the rural area? 


"More exactly, that which has to do with the comprehensive harmonious 
development of the individual and enriching his spiritual world. A great 
deal has been done here, however, the volume of work is still great. I 
suppose it will grow in respect to the satisfaction of other needs of rural 
inhabitants." 


Now plans are being worked out by the 11th Five-Year Plan. Petr Andreyevich, 
what measures are anticipated for consolidating the workers in the rural 
areas? 
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"It is too early to speak of definite figures today. But in all certainty, 
I can assure you that the questions of social and economic development of 
the rural area is at the center of the attention of the planning organiza- 
tions. There are clear assignments of the July (1978) Plenum of the CPSU 
Central Committee concerning this issue. I have in mind primarily the 
decision concerning saving the portion of capital investment in the agrarian 
sector of the economy in the overall volume of the funds assigned for 
developing the entire national economy. This is a principle direction. It 
means that the absolutely capital investments into agriculture will increase 
significantly. Now it is completely clear that the level of the mechaniza- 
tion of labor and the comfort of the new equipment as well as its energy 
saturation will rise significantly. I believe it is not necessary to explain 
that this will improve the conditions of labor and it will make that lebor 
more prestigious. 


Finally I mist mention that the planners and, I suppose, equally the workers 
of other economic organizations remember well the words of L. I. Brezhnev 
which were spoken at the July (1978) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee: 
'Today the question can be put only this way: Concerning the satisfaction 
of the inhabitants' everyday needs, the increased cultural requests of the 
rural workers must be the concern which is of no less importance than the 
development of production for the leaders of farms, party committees, and 
soviet and trade wmion organizations.'" 


The USSR Minister of Agriculture V. K. Mesyats: 


"I would like to continue the thought expressed by Petr Andreyevich concerning 
the comprehensive approach to strengthening the personnel in the rural area. 

I will give one definite example. In the Zaporozhskiy kolkhoz Rossiya, for 

a long time there was a shortage of machine operators and animal breeders. 

Now this preblem does not exist. It was solved after the administration and 
the party o-ganization began to show more concern for people, housing and 
cultural anc everyday construction. In recent years, 150 housing units were 
built on the farm as well as a school, stores, domestic combines, clubs and 

a dining room have been built. 


This fact has many meanings. There can be many similar examples cited. 
However, there are kolkhozes and sovkhozes where the people do not feel this 
concern. Moreover, large funds are being allocated for construction in the 
rural areas and it is necessary to use them in a business-like manner and 

as efficiently as possible. It is of no less importance to improve the age 
structure of personnel and raise the quality of their professional training." 


Apparently, you have in mind, first of all, an increase in the qualification 
of machine operators? 


"Unconditionally. We now have a popular expression: The machine opermtor is 
the main figure in the countryside. This is fair. The point is to increase 
the number of machine operators and attain a large influx of young people. 
These accomplishments have already been noted. Now one out of five workers 
in the rural areas is a machine operator. There is now a total of 4.6 
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million persons who are machine operators on the farms. Each year, a solid 
increase of over 1.3 million qualified workers from various specialized 
areas are prepared for the rural areas. The number of specialists with 
higher and secondary educations is also increasing. 


The figures are impressive. Moreover, the problem of personnel, particu- 
larly that of public professions, is still pressing. The fluctuation is 
great and, particularly, for the most qualified portion of the young people. 
Rural workers, in particular the Altayskiy mechanic V. Zhdanov wrote about 
the reasons for this on the pages of PRAVDA." 


Are you speaking about the problems of improving conditions of labor and 
everyday life? 


"Of course. But not only this. I would like to approach this question from 
another position. Namely, from the standpoint of stimulating labor. Con- 
stant earnings occupy an important place in the reasons for the fluctuation. 
And here at times the machine operators themselves do not do everything 
possible in order to improve the situation. Here is an example. The pro- 
ductivity of labor among tractor operators of the first-class was 25-30 
percent higher than among those of the third-class. Consequently, the pay 
for the first-class was considerably higher. But in the rural area, 42 
percent of them are third-class ones. This means, they earn less of the 
possible amount under other equal conditions. By this I want to underscore 
the importance of improving the qualification of farm workers for the farms, 
state, .nd each person who achieves a level of skill." 


Valentin Karpovich, what possibilities has the village arranged for improving 
the training of personnel? 


"Great ones and quite varied ones. I will begin with the fact that there 
are 1,770 rural professional and technical schools. They graduate over 
600,000 machine operators annually. Besides this, a widespread network of 
machine operator primary universal education operates directly on the farms 
and under the associations of the Goskomsel'khoztekhnika. 


There are 102 agricultural higher education facilities which prepare spe- 
cialists, 615 technical and agricultural-technical ones. The annual gradua- 
tion of higher and secondary educational facilities is about 250,000 spe- 
cialists." 


This is the quantitative aspect... 


"Particular attention is being given to improving the quality of education 
and the ideological and political training of young people. While in 

school, young men and women receive comprehensive professional training, they 
master the newest achievements in science and technology and practical work 
skills. We do not forget about the fact that it is necessary to consistently 
increase and renew knowledge. With this goal in mind, special faculties and 
departments have been created in the higher educational and technical facili- 
ties for improving the qualification and republic, kray and oblast schools 
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for retraining personnel have been organized. In other words, there are 
places to study. The number one task is to skillfully organize the work, 
improve the form and method of training. The faster we achieve this, the 
higher will become the level of knowledge and skill among field and farm 
workers and the better able they will be to use the resources for increasing 
the production of goods, and the more successful will be the solution for 
social and economic problems of the countryside." 





The USSR Minister of Culture P. N. Demichev: 


"First of all I would like to note the significantly increased role of cul- 
ture in solving the social and economic problems of the rural area. Comrade 
L. I. Brezhnev in his greeting to the All-Union conference of workers of 
culture, defined our basic task. We are now taking steps in order to put 
the orders of the party into practice. 


In the nation there are 135,000 club enterprises of which 117,000 are in the 
rural areas. In just the three years of the current five-year plan there 
were 3,211 new buildings constructed. Last year about 5,000 tape recorders, 
grand pianos and pianos were purchased. 


Improving the material base for culture and the content of its departments, 
as well as the more complete satisfaction of the increased spiritual 
requirements of the countryside workers has become more significant under 
mocern conditions. Over 38,000 houses of culture exist in the countryside 
where under one roof propagandists and choreographers, musicians, librarians, 
and artists are housed. This is not a simple combination of efforts. The 
collective effort assumes constant creative interaction, an exchange of 
opinions and experience. Discussions promote the artistic growth of spe- 
cialists." 


This center will hardly exist in every village... 


"This is expensive and not rational. We are looking for other ways. Perhaps 
at least centralized club systems and cultural complexes. What is their 
essence? The base department, let's say, the House of Culture does not 
service one farm, but several. According to a previously prepared schedule, 
concert teams, lecturers and speakers visit small villages. In the Russian 
Federation, Moldavia and the Ukraine there are 7,000 such centers. In 
Belorussia they went even farther: they established cultural centers with 

a broad profile. They wnite the domestic department, trade, public catering, 
welfare and educational facilities. 


The rural club is not just a place to rest. The meetings of field veterans 
with young people, the festive conferring of grain workers, evenings of 
labor dynasties and celebration in honor of the foremost competitors--such 
events, if they are skillfully prepared, leave a deep impression on one's 
spirit and they teach a love for one's own area and stimulate better work. 
Mass development receives independent artistic creation. In it farmers 
participate actively. 
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The cultural centers are the center of attention in the All-Union Central 
Council of Trade Unions, many branches and scientific departments. With 
their help we stud) the social function of the club, its role in the training 
and allocation of personnel as well as the spiritual development of the 
individual. Just the same, our service in places does not always success- 
fully carry out the jiecree of the CPSU Central Committee on the further 
improvement of ideological and political educational work." 


Where are their mistakes? 


"Sometimes they do not take into consideration the special features of 
various groups of inhabitants. Cultural workers are poor at professionally 
orienting young people. The theatrical and concert service for the villages 
is also not of high quality." 


And what about the material base? 


"Here there are their own problems. Only 43 percent of the plan for con- 
structing rayon Houses of Culture during the recent year was carried out. 


Thus far, the clubs have not been supplied with technical items. The 
enumeration of goods has stopped and expansion for sale is done by written 
order. The *%st musical instruments and color televisions are not sold to 
the clubs u. all. How can a peasant be attracted into the cultural center 
if he has a better television and a tape recorder at home? The Gosplan and 
the USSR Gosbank and the Ministry of Finance and Trade must reappraise the 
order of sale of goods to the clubs and give them central supply." 


Participants in the discussion noted: The personnel workers in culture are 
weak in places... 


"About one-third of the specialists have higher and secondary educations. 

In the rural areas it is less. Moreover, here the fluctuation is greater. 
One of the reasons for it is the poor housing and everyday living conditions. 
Now things are getting better. Club workers received a wage increase of 
20-40 percent. Besides this, they began to be supplied with free heat and 
electrical energy. 


A great deal can and is being done in this direction by local party and 
soviet organizations as well as farm leaders. Thus, in the Krasnodarskiy 
Kray the kolkhozes have solved the issue of wages for librarians, propa- 
gandists and musicians long ago." 


Chairman of the USSR State Committee on Labor and Social Problems V. G. 
Lomonosov: 


"I agree with the authors of the letters in PRAVDA which feel that the 
material and moral stimuli are important factors in attaining a more 
energetic portion of the rural inhabitants and in increasing their qualifi- 
cations." 
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In recent years, what has changed in the system of labor wages for farmers 
and animal breeders? As A. Vasil'yev and D. Omrkulov from Kirgiz, and 
other participants in the discussion wrote, it gives rise to unfavorable 
criticism. 


"Tariff rates for machine operators were raised Fy approximately 20 percent 
higher than the previous ones and additional vacation was granted with con- 
sideration given for length of service. Incentives are used for saving fuel 
and for the frugal use of spare parts. The rates for farm workers increased 
by 35-40 percent. The title of 'master-animal breeder' was established for 
the first and second class wi ‘ch gives a raise in salary. 


Of course, there are deficiencies, particularly where the material stimuli 
have a subsidiary role. I must note: The efficiency of the existing system 
of wages depends upon how well it is used. For example, let us take the 
sovkhozes imeni Mossoveta of the Moskovskaya Oblast, Shchorskiy of the 
Dnepropeprovskaya Oblast, and Temizhbekskiy of the Stavropol'skiy Kray. Here 
they have put into practice a piece rate and bonus way of paying. It is 
simple for bookkespers as well as for those who want to determine the size 
of their salary. 


In some businesses production is being transferred to a new managerial 
structure. Instead of departments and farms, shops for vegetable growing, 
animal husbandry, mechanization and construction are being created. They 
are managed by the main specialists. This i= a helpful beginning. It allows 
the reduction in the number of those in the management apparatus by 10-15 
percent and allows the improvement in the business activity of the collec- 
tive. The USSR State Committee of Labor decided to support such a reorgani- 
zation. Rewards are now established not according to the business as a 
whole, but according to the results in the work of each shop." 


How is the Shchekino method being organized in the village? 


"Experience has shown that the kolkhozes and sovkhozes which use the 
Shchekino method, have achieved good final results. As a rule, their 
rate of increasing the volume of production and profits are higher, the pro- 
ductivity of labor increases faster than does the salary. Our committee 
together with Gosplan, the USSR Ministry of Finances and the All-Union 
Central Council of Trade Unions confirmed the order for putting into practice 
the new system. Now over 400 businesses in the nation operate on the 
Shchekino method. Moreover, they are relatively successful. Thus, the 
Saki Sovkhoz of the Krymskaya Oblast almost doubled its output in six years 
and increased its productivity of labor by a factor of 2.4 and freed 270 
persons for other work. During the same period of time, the Moscow area 
sovkhoz Zarya Kommmizma in the course of six years increased its output by 
47 percent and raised the productivity of labor by 54.8 percent with an 
increases in the salary of 15 percent. 


Each enterprise has the capability to improve the stimuli, to raise on this 
basis the economy of the branch and to allocate qualified personnel in the 
village. It is important to use them creatively." 
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Chairman of the USSR Gosgrazhdanstroy G. N. Fomin: 


"In recent years, the rural areas have been actively reconstructed. On an 
average per person, there is no less housing area than in the city. Out- 
wardly, the streets and houses are more beautiful. Recently on the next 
stage, they conducted a contest and review for the best building. The 
winners were Russian villages Dubrovka and Verkhnyaya Troitsa, the Ukrainian 
villages Yelizavetovka and Shlyakhovaya, Belorussian villages Malech and 
Kopti, the Uzbek village Khumar, the Lithuanian village Labunava, the Lat- 
vian village Yumprava and the Estonian village Khaabneema. 


But the first steps essentially were made. Our task is to steadily improve 
the architectural and technical levels of the projects and improve the 
material base for construction. We are now completing regional planning in 
the rural areas. It will become the basis for distributing production 
powers, the development of a system of cultural and public services and 
transportation. A component part of this system are the central farmsteads 
of which there are almost 47,000 in the nation. We are making their general 
plans more precise and we have begun to plan villages of brigades and 
departments. The work is very important. The sooner we manage it, the more 
successful will be the development of the entire agro-industrial complex." 


What will the peasant's home be like? 


"Any type of house--one or two units, block-like, farm-like, sectional--must 
first of all not tear people away from the land. The farmstead house will 
become the prevalent one. In accordance with the decisions of the July 
Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, with consideration for the desires of 
rural inhabitants, and for the statements made in the press, particularly in 
PRAVDA, architects, project planners and leaders of farms in planning suc’ 
housing they provide that which would satisfy the needs of all groups of the 
population. This is one, two-story puildings and sometimes three and four- 
story buildings. 


Industrial home construction will be further developed, and particularly, 
the plant production of frame homes and the complete set of parts for the 
housing from local materials. 


Assistance has increased for individual builders. These buildings will be 
put up by contract organizations using Gosbank credit. The first input of 
the future owner is 20 percent of the estimated cost. For newlyweds, higher 
education facility graduates, soldiers, and reservists it is half the price. 
The basic sum comes from the state budget. Half of it is paid by kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes while the rest of it is paid by the owner of the home over a 
period of 20 years." 


Often a peasant has money for a good home but he has no time to begin it... 


"Housing construction cooperatives will help. They are already operating 
in a number of oblasts in the Russian Federation and Uzbekistan. Cooperative 
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construction in the Moscow Oblast has begun. An example of this are the 
farmsteads of the Nara Sovkhoz." 


In a number of sovkhozes which are set up on virgin soil, as the readers’ 
noted, there are low standards in the housing facilities in calculating the 
area per person. A particulerly difficult situation has developed in the 
rayon of Central Asia. What measures are being taken in order to improve 
it? 


"Individual norms have been provided for securing housing: First of all-- 
13.5 square meters per person and at the end of the construction--18 meters. 
However, in some areas due to the inadequacy of housing, local organizations 
allocate apartments and the volume of which is substandard. What concerns 
the republics of Central Asia and other areas where families have many 
children and are composed of two-three generations, the size of the apartment 
will be increased to five-six rooms. 


Such words as "hut" and "cottage" are disappearing from country language. 

The house is beautiful, cozy, very comfortable for living and has taken a 

dominant place on the country street. JI% is to play an important role in 

securing personnel, and that means, in the social and economic development 
of kolkhozes and sovkhozes." 


In completing its discussion of the letter from A. Shatalovaya, the editors 
thank everyone who participated in it. In the future we will discuss how 
the countryside can be developed, how labor can be effectively stimulated 
and how its productivity can be increased. We hope that the readers will 
continue this discussion on “he pages of the newspaper with their previous 
activity. We await your letters and suggestions!

AGRICULTURAL NEEDS OF REMOTE EASTERN RAYONS IGNORED

ffext7 At one time it was considered that Sakhalin, just as many other 
areas of Siberia and the Far East were unfit generally for farming. Even 
now many of those living on the island remember how dry potatoes and onions 
were brought here and cucumbers and tomatoes were rare delicacies. 


Really, the oceans surrounding the islands blow cold and foggy air and also 
tiresome rains pour. Poor lands and rocky fields have been sheltered in 
river valleys among hills, swamps and lakes. In this area, agricultural 
lands occupy 1.2 percent of the territory. For each inhabitant only .05 
hectares of arable land exist which is many times less than the average for 
the RSFSR. 


However, because of the attention given by the CPSU Central Committee and 
the Soviet government to the distant island, from year to year the agri- 
culture of Sakhalin and the Kurile Islands has developed and grow stronger. 


During the memorable trip through Siberia and the Far East, General Secretary 
of the CPSU Central Committee and Chairman of the Presidium of the USSR 
Supreme Soviet Comrade L. I. Brezhnev presented the residents of the Far 
East with a task: to satisfy more fully the needs of the people for agri- 
culture products by producing them in their area. In carrying out this 
order, party, soviet and farming organizations, farmers and the farms of 
Sakhalin doubled their efforts and began to work on developing their own 
agricultural base. 


When flying over the island, the rectangular fields in the valleys and the 
canals are a wonderful sight. The landscape has become unrecognizable in 
the agricultural rayons of Tymovskiy, Anivskiy, Dolinskiy and Uglegorskiy. 
The oblast's agricultural industry specializes in producing potatoes and 
vegetables, dairy animal husbandry is developing as is swine and poultry 
breeding. In all of the enterprises, modern animal husbandry farms have 
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been set up, machine yards, mechanical workshops, and a base for storing 
the seed fund have also been established. A hot house combine for six hec- 
tares of protected soil has been put into operation as have been swine 
breeding and dairy complexes, large-scale poultry factories including a 
broiler for three million chicks intended for meat per year. 


Having taken the course towards reducing the import of products from the 
mainland and expanding their production in their locality, the agricultural 
workers of Sakhalin have attained the level that the needs of the oblast's 
inhabitants for potatoes, cabhage, table root crops and egys have now been 
fully met for several years in a row, and for milk-—-almost fully met. 


Of course, it is clear that under our conditions the land can yield good 
harvests only with scientifically based highly efficient farming and 
special technology for raising crops. Therefore, purposeful work is being 
conducted in raising the productivity of the lands. Annually the farmers 
introduce large doses of organic fertilizer, lime «nd mineral fertilizers. 


A great deal of attention is being given to strengthening the tie between 
agricultural science and production. The Sakhalin branch of the Far Eastern 
Scientific Research Institute of Agriculture is occupied with the selec- 
tivity of varieties which are adapted to local conditions and with their 
development by agriculture specialists to be applicable in the severe condi- 
tions of the island. 


Animal husbandry is being further developed and it is subsequently being 
transferred to an industrial base. Now on the sovkhozes of the oblasts, 
milking has been fully mechanized as well as watering. Seventy-five per- 
cent of the manure removal and one-third of the feed distribution have been 
mechanized. The production of milk per one hundred hectares of agricultural 
land has increased from 538 quintals in 1965 to 952 quintals in 1978. The 
agenda of the day is: to increase the productivity of feed by an average 
of 4,000 kilograms of milk per year. In order to do this the pedigree of 
the cattle is improved, animal specialization and veterinary service are 
improved. Within the farm they are implementing the special milking herd 
using the method of the L'vov animal breeders. 


A great deal of money is being invested into creating a solid feed base. 

In recent years, the rations for animals increased with new types of feed. 
The preparation of grass meal and cuttings, pellets and granules, the 
protection and storage of feed in covered premises and lined trenches was 
widely used. The plans for procuring feed are carried out annually. Their 
overall volume in feed units increased during the last eight years by 
almost twofold. In the next few years they intend to increase the area 
used for feed crops by 1.4-fold, improve meadows and pasture land and build 
a specialized sovkhoz for producing feed. 


One of the main trends of our work in the countryside is to improve the 
organization of labex and economize in working time. Now 270 mechanized 
teams for producing potatoes, vegetables and feed crops are working in the 





oblast. They are led by people who know agricultural production and local 
conditions well. 


A great deal is being dune in order to strengthen agriculture with experi- 
enced personnel. For each enterprise now, there is an average of 47 spe- 
Cialists. All the directors, 67 percent of the brigade leaders and farm 
heads, 82 percent of those in charge of individual sovkhozes have higher or 
secondary specialized education. The combination of practical experience 
and high qualification promotes a growth in the level of leadership on the 
farm, the correct solution of problems connected with the possibilities and 
prospects for their development. 


In developing the agricultural base, in the organizational work in the rural 
areas local soviets are actively participated as are the people's deputies. 
Their influence on this branch has become deeper and the direction of the 
sovkhozes has become more concrete particularly after establishing executive 
committees of production administrations for agriculture in the rayons and 
cities. The control over the utilization of land, equipment, labor re- 
sources and over carrying out the state plans and obligations has improved 
significantly. 


An important reserve for increasing agricultural production under our condi- 
tions is the development of subsidiary farms of industrial enterprises, 
increasing the head of cattle, pigs and poultry in individual farms of the 
population. The CPSU oblast committer together with the oblast executive 
committee and economic organizations developed and are putting into practice 
a large-scale program for constructing hot houses, developing collective 
horticulture and truck farming, the organization of swine farms on enter- 
prises of the timber, paper, coal, fish and oil industries. This work has 
already born fruit. For example, in the dining rooms of the animal 

breeding sovkhoz Penzenskiy and the Verkhnetymskiy timber industry farm 
there is a dish made of pork on the menu which is produced in abundance by 
the subsidiary farms of the enterprises and use the wastes of the basic 
production and local dining rooms. Besides this, here they raise pigs in 
order to sell them to the people. One out of three families in the workers’ 
communities keep a pig. In the next few years the number of subsidiary 
farms on industrial enterprises and construction sites will double. 


Because of the subsequent acconplishment of the system of economic and 
organizational measures, agriculture of the oblast firmly entered the path 
towards intensive development. It depends less and less on the caprice of 
the weather. This year a good harvest of potatoes, vegetables and other 
crops was raised. 


However achieving the mastery of farming and animal husbandry attests to the 
fact that our resources have not been exhausted. There is still a great 
deal of work ahead in order that the achievements of the foremost people 
become the norm for each farm. 


For after all, we still have sovkhozes that do not carry out the plans for 
selling to the state the meat and milk, and they work below their own 
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capabilities. Inadequacies in housing, feeding animals and veterinary care 
do not allow a high growth in productivity to be achieved as well as a high 
output and preservation of young animals. Poultry breeding requires a great 
deal of attention, particularly in the delivery of pedigreed younger animals, 
and a refinement in the system of feeding and housing the birds. 


Supplying animal husbandry with feed from their own production has evoked 
concern. The suvkhozes of the oblast have not yet achieved a stable harvest 
of feed crops and natural meadows. There is still a great deal of manual 
labor in procuring the feed. 


In connection with the distance of the rayons of Siberia and the Far East 
particular efficiency is necessary in the management of agricultural organi- 
zations, planning and material and technical supply. However, this is no. 
always the case in practice. For example, due to the fault of the Ministry 
of Land Reclamation and Water Resources of the USSR the planned volume of 
work for this and future years on organizing the production of new lands 
which were not supported by the delivery of the necessary amount of machinery, 
and the assignment for the construction of living quarters was not provided 
with financing. 


Under the conditions of our acid soil, the regular introduction of large 
doses of limestone materials has a great significance in raising their level 
of productivity. And they exist in the oblast. However, the ministries of 
the timber and woodworking industries and the industries of the construction 
materials for the USSR which have been entrusted by the USSR Council of 
Ministries to reconstruct the railroad to the limestone quarry Gomon, this 
problem is being solved very slowly. 


It would be desirable if more attention was given to the needs of the dis- 
tant eastern rayons by the Gosplan and the RSFSR Ministry of Agriculture. 
They must better supply mineral fertilizers, weed killers, synthetic coatings 
and perrenial grass seed. 


The efforts of the workexs in the oblast are now being concentrated on 
carrying out and overfulfiliing the plans and socialist obligations of 1978 
by realizing the decisions of the July (1978) Plenum of the CPSU Central 
Committee. Here in our Sakhalin people are working diligently, they are 
expanding and strengthening their own agricultural base, they are stubbornly 
and diligently working at carrying out the historical resolutions of the 25th 
CPSU Congress and the assignments of the 10th Five-Year Plan. 
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PORTRAYAL OF CONTEMPORARY SOCIETY CRITICIZED IN EXHIBIT OF ARTIST GLAZUNOV

/Text/ In the Central Exhibition Hall an exhibit of the 

works of People's Artist of the RSFSR Il'ya Glazunov has 

opened; more than 400 paintings and graphic works and il- 
lustrations are presented in it. It is crowded not only 

near the canvases and drawings, but also near the tables 

with books of comments, the editorial office is receiving 
letters with opinions about this exhibit and questions. 


The main theme of the artist's work, nearly all the exhibit visitors note, 
is traced in the large cycle of his pictures, "Eternal Russia." We see here 
the heroes of the Battle of Kulikovo Field--Dmitriy Donskoy, Sergey Rado- 
nezhskiy, the monk Peresvet; we see Russian princes, the young Andrey 

Rublev against the background of crimson fires; we recall the tragic events 
connected with the names of Ivan the Terrible, Boris Godunov. Here is a 
canvas about Prince Igor’. Before us is a collective image of the Russian 
warrior, his courageous expression attests to the great devotion of the sons 
of Russia, who did not spare their lives for the freedom of Russia. Every- 
thing here is symbolic--both the scarlet banner of the prince's mantle and 
the sun, which as if promises the victory of good over evil. 


In their numerous emotional comments the viewers relive over and over again 
the heroic and dramatic pages of the past of our homeland. The emotional 
canvases "The Eve," "Dmitriy Donskoy," "Princes Oleg and Igor'” and many 
other works of Il'ya Glazunov about ancient Russia are permeated with a be- 
lief in the strength of the people and their ability to defend their free- 
dom. It is as if the ring of the arms of the bogatyrs of the Russian land, 
who had risen to the defense of the homeland, is reaching us from ancient 
days. Love the homeland, save its culture, its permanent cultural values-- 
Glazunov's cycle of civic publicistic canvases, "Eternal Russia," speak of 
this. 


The fate of the future defenders of the homeland, who defended in battle the 
happiness of children, the tranquility of mothers, the breadth of the Russian 
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fields and the beauty of the mountains and forests from the invasion of for- 
eign invaders, is divined in the appearance of the ancient Russians--in the 
steel shirts of mail, with the red banners of the mantles, in their courage- 
ous noble images. 


The gallery of portraits of our contemporaries arouses great interest among 
the exhibit visitors. We see here, for example, the faces of the builders 
of the Baykal-Amur Main Rail Line, a series of report sketches from the site 
of events, which is unique document of the age and which commemorated that 
with which this great construction project began. The portraits of the 
heroic defenders of Vietnam and Glazunov's works, which are devoted to the 
peace-loving people of Chile, stir us. 


Leningraders stop for a long time before the series of tragic autobiographi- 
cal works, "The Blockade." The gloom, the fixed glance of a child, the 
emaciated face of a woman, which is filled with inexpressible torment. The 
impressions of the endured hunger, cold and death of relatives remained with 
the artist all his life. 


The series "The Blockade," the illustrations for Russian classics and the 
children's portraits speak of Glazunov as a subtle psychologist. After the 
exhibit you want to reread many works. The intense rendering of the inner 
world of the heroes of Dostoyevskiy, Blok, Goncharov, Mel'nikov-Pecherskiy, 
Kuprin and Ostrovskiy is astonishing. The artist creates an image of Peters- 
burg, which we know from the novels of Dostoyevskiy. The sketches first are 
lucid, as happens on the white nights, then are gloomy, we are transported to 
the atmosphere in which the Dreamer and Netochka Nezvanova rejoiced and 
suffered. 


However, not everything presented at the exhibit can be understood and ac- 
cepted without reservation. The opinions of the viewers in the book of com- 
ments also attesi to this. While recognizing the great talent of the artist 
and his breadth of interests, we would like to see on his canvases as being 
more intelligent and vivid the present day of our country. It is impossible 
also to deny the fact that a number of I. Glazunov's portraits of Soviet 
people are more superficial and illustrative than the historical images. 


Thus, for example, in the series of portraits of distinguished Leningraders, 
which were done by the artist specifically for the exhibit, and in a number 
of works the characters of the people are only outlined. There are not 
enough depth and psychological development of the image of a person in all 
its complexity and in several portraits of the builders of the Baykal-Amur 
Main Rail Line. 


Right at the beginning of the creative path of the artist the critics justly 
directed attention to the unjustified allegory, the intricate rhetoric and 
the religious and mystical features in some of his works. A similar reproach 
can be made to the author today. 
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Glazunov's work "The Staircase," which depicts an enormous dark staircase, 
which is being swayed by the wind and leads nowhere and at the top of which 
stands the small figure of a man, is before us. Another gust of wind, an- 
other step, and the man will be gone. What does this image mean? What did 
the artist want to say? The canvases "The Elevator Girl," "To Your Health” 
and "The Return" give rise to considerable false rumors and objections, 
which were frequently caused by the author's aspiration for vague, deliber- 
ately complicated symbols. 


At times the tragic note resounds too persistently in I. Glazunov's works on 
an historical theme. The murdered tsareviches, the bogatyrs with their heads 
cut off, the bound tormented old women, the tortured girls, the burning 
churches. Indeed, that was so, indeed, there were victims, but there was 
also an enormous force of resistance! 


The artist still treats too timidly such a critical moment in the history of 
mankind as the creation of the first workers’ and peasants’ state in the 
world. It is also impossible to accept the artist's position, when he con- 
trasts the morals and culture of the past with the present. 


The exhibits of Il'ya Glazunov are always crowded, but the opinions of the 
viewers are conflicting. But there are no indifferent people at this exhibit, 
and everything is clear. We are interested in the thoughts of the artist 
about Russian history, patriotism, the Russian classics, the moral principles 
of man and the continuity of the connection of times, generations and tradi- 
tions. But we have the right to expect from such a keenly publicistic and 
passionate artist as Il'ya Glazunov a more thorough comprehension of the 
phenomena of life, so that the viewers could also find on his canvases an- 
swers to complicated questions of the present.

"And just where are these dissidents? You can't come up with more than a 
couple. And they are either crazy or criminals, the dregs of society," ex- 
claimed the boss, his voice lowering almost to a sigh, and his subordinates knew 
that once again he was repeating "their" words and sentiments. 


"That's true, you can't deny it. But we could make up something and broad- 
cast it in their name...." 


"That's old hat, it's been done." 
"But we could do it again. We could iane some Samizdat...." 
"We could. But we need a fresher idea." 


The participants in this conversation would say that it was gradually 
taking on a businesslike tone. 


Somebody suggested that they condemn to an even greater extent everything 
Soviet and praise everything American even more. This still was not what 
"they" were demanding. What was needed, as the boss kept repeating, was 
something less unoriginal. 





Suddenly one of them had an idea: “Let's declare that the Ukraine is not 
the Ukraine." 


"What do you mean not the Ukraine?" somebody asked in surprise. 


"Well, not exactly not the Ukraine, but not the Ukraine it should be. 


"Be more specific,” the boss demanded. 


"We'll claim that the Ukraine is a colony of Russia." 
"But that is absurd. The whole world knows... ," somebody chimed in. 


"Pipe down!" the boss shouted at him. "So what if the whole world knows. 
We must follow our propaganda line, and the more absurd it is the better...." 
The author of this article of course was not present at the meeting in 
question. He therefore does not claim to have faithfully reproduced the 
conversation which took place. He is merely surmising on the basis of 
acquaintance with the programs broadcast by Radio Liberty. Recently they 
have been screaming more and more about the alleged colonial status of the 
Ukraine, the colonial burden it bears, the colonial exploitation to which 

it is allegedly being subjected, plus God knows what other drivel about 
"colonial status." 


Apparently very hard times have fallen upon the employees of Radio Liberty, 
as well as in all ideological establishments in the West. 
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The master of Radio Liberty, which, as we know, is the U.S. Central In- 
telligence Agency, is demanding stepped-up "psychological" warfare against 
the USSR. Recently it was announced that the White House had ordered 

88 million dollars in appropriations in the new fiscal year for the In- 
ternational Radio Broadcasting Council which -- and this is no secret -- 
was specially established to direct the radio subversion services, including 
the notorious Radio Liberty. This figure is 19 million dollars more than 
last year. But it is certainly true that they do not give out money for 
nothing; they demand that it be earned. The boss demands that filth be 
delivered to the gullible, that more poison be pumped into their con- 
sciousness. And this should not be accomplished just any way, but in a 
sophisticated and insidious manner. Therefore "psychological" warfare ex- 
perts are racking their brains to determine how better to carry out the 
tasks assigned by their employeer. 


Recently the existence of a sinister directive became known, drafted by a 
psychological warfare specialist, an American by the name of [Mikelson]. 
This directive states in particular that radio saboteurs operating against 
the socialist countries are to give themselves the format and character of 
"local radio stations," because in this manner it is easier to get through 
to others and poison their minds. As is evident, our enemies are willing 
to stoop to anything. Having lost all conscience, they are capable of 

any and all vile devices. This applies in full measure to the Ukrainian 
language service of Radio Liberty.

SOVIET LAPPS SEEK TO KEEP CULTURAL IDENTITY

[Text] "The tundra is beautiful, the tundra is immense, our people have 
lived here for thousands of years," sing the Lapps of the Kola Peninsula. 
But it is the Soviet Union that has dominion over the tundra. The Soviet 
Union has established large state farms that operate the reindeer business. 
The Lapp language lives only in spoken form among Lapps. 


The Lapps on the Kola Peninsula live isolated from the rest of Lapland. 


In 1977 the Lapp Paul Anders Sammi and Swedish journalist Boris Ersson 

were able to visit the Soviet section of Lapland. They visited for 10 days 
and came to the town in the Soviet Union that has the most Lapps-Lovozero. 
In the book "Samit" which appeared in Sweden in 1977, they wrote about this 
isolated section of Lapland. 


Murmansk 


Lapps in the Soviet Union have little contact with the rest of their people 
in Lapland. It is an isolated people that makes a living on the tundra 
across the Kola peninsula. It is difficult to say how many there are. It 
is said that there are 2,000, an oppressed nation where the Soviet super- 
power has established itself and built the steel town of Murmansk--the 
world's largest naval base. The town has 376,000 inhabitants. Two-thirds 
of the population work in the fishing industry and a good part of the Lapp 
population in the area has settled here. 


The Karasjok Of The Soviet Union 


Lovozero is the name of the town in the Soviet section of Lapland that has 
the most Lapps. The town is located 150 km from Murmansk and has 3,500 
inhabitants. Around 950 are Lapps. The rest of the population consists 
of other nationalities. Komis live there--a reindeer herding people who 
come from the Komi Republic, just west of the Ural Mountains. Some of the 
Nents people live there, an Arctic people who come from far to the east. 


Aside from these nationalities, there are Russians residing in Lovozero. 
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Previously, there were log houses along a river that winds its way between 
the houses. 


The New Age 


In 1977, Paul Anders Simma and Boris Ersson were able to see the new age 
that was emerging in Lovozero and in the book ‘Samit' they described it 
as follows: "In the center of Lovozero we gaw the new age coming: large 
grey apartment houses were rising up close to one another and many of the 
log houses had been torn down. 


Reindeer Herding 


In one respect, it is different on the Norwegian and the Soviet side of 
Lapland. Norway passed a law on reindeer herding that made it more difficult 
for the Lapps. In the Soviet Union, reindeer herding has been incorporated 
into the national economy. Outside the office in charge of reindeer herding 
there were posters announcing production results. One of them was very 
illustrative: a Lapp women holds a poster with a sign saying, "Reindeer 
breeder! Be proud of your profession. It is your work that supports our 
society." 


Reindeer Herding As State Works 


In 1977 there were four state-owned farms occupied with reindeer breeding 

on the Kola Peninsula. The largest is called Sovkhoz Tundra and has between 
40,000 and 45,000 reindeer. In addition, they engage in agriculture on this 
farm. The labor force working on the farm is divided into reindeer herding 
teams of eight or nine men, including a leader. Each such team is responsible 
for 2,500 to 3,000 reindeer. 


Hydroelectric Power 


The Lovozero District has been spared from development of hydroelectric 
power. The western part of the Kola Peninsula, on the other hand, has fared 
worse. Many large powerplants have been built. Forests have been cut. 
Reindeer feeding grounds have been destroyed to a great extent and many 
threats to the environment have arisen recently--among other things, a 

large nuclear powerplant close to the Norwegian border. 


Lapp--A Forgotten Language 


The 10-year school in Lovozero has the same schedule of courses as other 
schools in the Soviet Union. No instruction is given in the Lapp language 
and all the textbooks are Russian. Two years ago, teachers in Lovozero 
were working to prepare a book in Lapp for small children, but it is 
uncertain whether it has been put into use. 


Once during the thirties, work began in the Soviet Union to develop a written 


Lapp language. One teacher gave the following view of this work to journalist 
Boris Ersson and Paul Anders Sammi: "The written language was comprehensible 
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only for the Lapps in Lovozero. Lapps from other districts had difficulty 
understanding the text, since their dialects are quite different from the 
Lovozero dialect. So this written language never took root. We will have 

to see how it goes in the future. Much depends on what the parents themselves 
want.” 


Paul Anders Sammi 


Paul Anders Sammi has the following thoughts on the school in Lovozero: 
"The surroundings reminded me of when I went to school myself. I can image 
how it feels for a 7-year old who is the child of a reindeer breeder's 
family in a small community out on the tundra. Suddenly, he must live at a 
boarding school in Lovozero. At home they only spoke Lapp, but at school 
everything is in Russian and the surroundings are much different from the 
surroundings at home." 


No Place For Lapp 


The town of Lovozero has no radio broadcasts or newspaper in Lapp. The 

same is true for the entire Kola Peninsula. The feeling of cultural community 
with the rest of Lapland is almost unknown for the Lapps of the Kola Peninsula. 
The language lives from mouth to mouth. 


When Boris Ersson and Paul Anders Sammi visited Lovozero in 1977, they were 
entreated to send recordings of yoiks and modern Lapp music. The Lapps 

in the Soviet Union are subjected to intensive Russian influence. At the 

same time, they are completely isolated from their own people residing in 
Norway, Sweden, and Finland. Nor have they been able to participate in the 
period of growing self-respect, which the rest of Lapland is now experiencing. 
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
